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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application.

should have section headings. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

It is noted that the applicant stated that he was using the format specified in 37 CFR 1 .77. 
The examiner points to 37 CFR 1.77 (c), which states, "The text of the specification sections 
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defined in paragraphs (b)(1) through (b)(12) of this section, if applicable, should be preceded by 
a section heading in uppercase and without underlining or bold type." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 27-29, 32-34, 38, 39, 41 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the WIPO document (WO 01/77484) to Sollesnes (hereafter WO'484) in view 
of Owens et al. (US 5,607,017). WO '848 discloses a plug (24) for pressure testing of bore 
holes. The plug has an associated pipe in which the plug is installed in a plug-carrying chamber. 
The underside of the plug is arranged (rests) in a seat (the uppermost part of the lower expanding 
section) at the bottom of the chamber. The plug has a number of layer-formed or tier-formed 
ring disc elements of a given thickness. They are fitted on top of one another. There is a film or 
a sheet of a material (44) other than glass is inserted between the different layers of the plug to 
obtain the required strength and toughness. This material is disclosed as a gasket, which can be 
made from paper. The plug can have an explosive charge for disintegrating the plug. WO '848 
does not disclose that the plug seals off the passage through the pipe by cooperating with sealing 
bodies. Nor does it disclose that the explosive charge is located within an upper glass layer of 
the plug. In addition although it is inferred that the plug is layered, if it is truly a solid mass as 
asserted by the applicant, see amendment dated 6/25/08, then the document fails to disclose a 
layered plug. Owens et al. discloses a layered dissolvable plug that rests between sealing bodies 
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(24). An explosive charge can be located in one of the layers at the top of the plug. The sealing 
bodies are broadly read as o-rings since they are rings with an "o" shape. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the seals and 
layers of Owens et al. with the plug of WO '848. This would be done to improve the pressure 
testing ability of the plug and prevent leaks. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 30, 3 1 , 35-37, 40 and 43 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 6/25/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

6. It is the assertion of the applicant that WO '484, does not disclose a layered structure. 
The examiner respectfully traverses this assertion. It is noted by the examiner that the applicant 
refers to photographs in his response, but there are none located currently in the response as far 
as the examiner can see. It is noted by the examiner is WO '484 wished to describe an 
elastomeric ring around a cylinder, he would have referred to the gasket as an O-ring. Gaskets 
typically have a substantially full diameter while rings have a whole in the middle. This in 
combination with figure 3 leads the examiner to infer that the plug is layered.
